Inftead of anfwering the Complaint of ‘Spain's have- 
ing unjuftly augmented the Duties upon Brit /b Goods, 
thefe Duties are compared to the Duties raifed by a 
Bvitifb Parliament > than which nothing can be more 
abfurd :.
